However, dollar 
value of 1953 exports was US$76* 294-, 593 compared to dollar value of 1952 
exports of US$73* 34? > 592* The 1953 increase in dollar value of exports was due 
to a crude oil price increase in June 1953 which rdised the average weighted 
price per barrel at ports from US$2,296 to US$2,379* Dollar value of 1953 oil 
exports represented 13*2$ of Colombia’s total foreign trade; coffee exports 
represented 84$.
